The fishers of Lough Neagh and of the 
Bann complained “more often for bursting of their 
“nets with the over great take of fish than for any 
“want.” Thegreat Lordof Ulster was esteemed“ the 
“ best Lorde of fyshein Irelande.” In 1638, the Foyle 
produced to the Crown twojhundred and forty tons 
of salmon, and a yearly rental of £1,000. As we 
come later down in history, we find the erectors of 
wiers stigmatised by Act of Parliament as “ persons 
é“ who, having respect only to their own wilfulnesse, 
singular commodotie and benefit, through greedy 
“ desires and insatiable appetites, did injure the com- 
“mon weal.” Yet, notwithstanding all the legal and 
illegal enemies of the salmon---the seine-drawer 
on the sandy banks of estuaries---the stake netter at 
the mouth of streams, the river and dam, or the cot- 
ter who watched for the passage of the glancing 
fish through narrow gorges, still the salmon formed 
a large portion of the food, even for the lower classes. 
Our own Liffey, sixty years since, produced annually 
ene hundred tons of salmon ; in 1796 the fixed price 
of salmon was threepence-halfpenny per pound from 
January to May, and during the remainder of the 
season twopence-halfpenny. Of late years, however, 


theories, all very wise and plausible, but not one true, 
were published, which accounted satisfactorily, in the 
writers’ judgment, for the disappearance of the fish. 
Some said the Gulf Stream had turned aside and 
brought the salmon to other lands; others said an 
epidemic raged among the fish and killedthem. Not 
a few attributed the loss to the introduction of steam 
vessels; and the fisherman told you gravely, “ it was 
“all because of them herring hogs and grampusses.”’ 
Commission after commission was appointed. One 
especially, for which the Earl of Carlisle drew up an 
admirable schedule of directions, is chiefly remark- 
able for its strange results. Of all fish the salmon is 
most peculiar in its habits. It always returns to its 
native river, and every river almost has its own 
“close time” and open season. Yet these sapient 
commissioners, hearing that a commission“ was 
examining into the cause of decline in the salmon 
fishery of England, decided boldly that -the habits of 
the fish were everywhere the same, and that “what- 
“ever laws were requisite for the English’ fisheries 
«would do equally well for the Irish!“ 

An interesting article in the Iris Quarterly Review 
describes fully an enterprising attempt to restore our 
Anna Liffey to its former productiveness. As there 
are one hundred salmon rivers in Ireland, each cap- 
able of producing from one te two hundred tons of 
salmon yearly, besides numberless smaller streams, 


ance. In the year 1854, four gentlemen, one of them 
a member of Parliament, obtained a lease of the 
salmon fishery of the River Liffey, in order to make 
the result of their experiments a model for the im- 
provement of the Irish fisheries. They had full 
eonfidenee in the plan published and circulated only 
twenty years before. During the first two years, 
1854 and 1855, the whole of the “summer fish,” in- 
cluding all those of the month of August, were 
allowed to pass up the river unmolested, save by the 
poacher. In 1856, from impatience, it would appear, 
some injury was committed; but in 1857 the fish 
were seen to run up in shoals, and again in 1858.

Lord Palmerston must, then, either be absent during 
the earlier partofthe session, or there must be a change 
of Plenipotentiaries, which would certainly be worse than 
leaving everything to Lord Cowley from the beginning. 
We hope that the early day fixed for the meeting of 
Parliament, and the determination of Lerd Palmerston 
to be present at his post, indicate that the legislative 
business of the country is to be prosecu ted vigorously 
and steadily. The two houses have, indeed, long ar- 
rears to make up. For three years running we bave 
had Ministerial crises ; and, although in 1857 some

expedient which Parliamentary nature could hardly 
bear, and it has not been repeated.

But these arguments, though reasonable enough, 
prove too much. They bring us to a conclusion which 
finds favour with many sensible men—that we should 
not join the Congress at all. If we have nothing to do 
with Italy, and if the policy which the nation enforced 
on its Government a few months since be the true 
one, no Plenipotentiary of England should sit in this 
Council of European diplomatists. As they fought 
without us, and made peace without us, so let them 
make up without us the quarrels between petty despots 
and their subjects. We own that this is a view which 
we have been much inclined to take, but it has not been 
a view which our Government, after communications 
with the various European Powers, has felt willing to 
aequiesce in. Out of regard to the solicitations of France 
and the traditions which link together the community of 
States,the British Government bas agreed to join the Con- 
gress,and so there is an end of the question whether we 
should send a Plenipotentiary at all. What remains 
now is to determine whether, since we are to be repre- 
sented, we shall be represented efficiently. It certainly 
seems plain that, having once made up its mind to take 
part in the affairs of Italy, the English nation should 
send the best man it can find, and endeavour to make 
its influence as much as possible felt. This, we think, 
Lord Palmerston would have done, and, whatever re- 
| spect we may have for Lord Cowley as a diplomatist, 
it seems to us that he does not possess the weight which 
an old and tried Foreign Minister of this country would 
have in the councils of men of less age, genius, and 
experience. 

Nothing now remains but to hope that the British 
Ambassador will successfully exercise his temporary 
functions to the honour of his own country and the 
profit of the anhappyrace which is now struggling 
against its oppressors.

Tux Great Sorar Eccipse or 1860.— Though the 
total eclipse of the sun which is to take p'ace next year 
will not be visible in England, it will be accompanied 
by so many interesting phenomena that we think a 
brief account of what those who may be more fortu- 
nately situated may expect to see will be of interest to 
our readers. The eclipse will commence in California, 
and terminate on the borders of the Red Sea. Passing 
along the 60th degree of latitude, and quitting the 
American continent at Hudson’s Strait, it will cross the 
Atlantic to the Spanish shore, and for some minutes 
something like one fourth of Spain will be in total 
darkness. The shadow will continue its course over 
Africa, crossing the Nile to the North of Dongola, and 
finally quitting the earth in Ethiopia. During the 
eclipse the planets Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, and Sa- 
turn will be visible together, arranged in the form of a 
rhomboid—an occurrence so rare that some centuries 
will elapse before such a spectacle can be witnessed 
again; indeed, the eclipse itself will be of a character 
that will be unequalled during the present century.—

ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 
The Paris correspondent of the Times, in noticing 
the Emperor’s letter to Liverpool, asserts that the 
invasion epidemic, so far from originating in England, 
was brought from France, where something like pre- 
monitory symptoms appeared nearly two years 
ago in the Moniteur, in the form of certain mill- 
tary addresses, but the correspondent of the 
Times disavows the slightest wish to throw 
doubt on the pacific declarations in the Emperor’s 
letter, and indulges the hope that he will act upon 
them under any circumstances. However, whcther his 
Majesty’s intentions were pacific or hostile, the ques- 
tion is asked, would the reply to the Liverpool letter 
be otherwise than what it is? The Herald correspondent 
says the Liverpool letter was communicated to the 
Paris journals by the Government, and expresses the 
opinion that the letter proves nothing at all, and will 
convince no one. Commercial confidence has been 
somewhat restored in France within the last 
few days. This is attributed to the circular 
of the Minister of the Interior, recommending 
moderation to the press, and to the convocation of the 
Congress. It is noticed that the French press generally 
at present earnestly combats everything which would 
seem to endanger the good understanding of France and 
England.

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“INDEPENDENT ” SYMPATHY WITH THE 
POPE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE CORK DAILY REPORTER. 
Dear SB, — In addressing a letter to a public journal 
all prefatory remarks are only a waste of time and space. 
I observe that a meeting of Roman Catholics has been 
convened for Monday next in Cork, to express sympa- 
thy with the Pope in his present difficultica. Agreeing 
fully in your remarks on the Kingstown meeting held 
on last Sunday, for the same purpose, and going to a 
greater length, perhaps, than you would, I think, as an 
Irishman and a Roman Catholic, that some further ob- 
servations should be at once submitted to your readers 
on the subject. I venture to offer them through your 
columns, and 1 do so under my own signature for two 
reasons :—First, because.we live in days when men are 
too commonly afraid to tack their names to their opi- 
pions ; and secondly, because I wish that what I write 
should be read by some of those who will attend 
Monday's meeting before they go there; and I see, in 
the influential list of requisitionists, the names of many 
valued friends, who may pass unnoticed an anonymous 
communication, but who will not leave unread a letter 
which thus challenges their attention. 

I have no want of sympathy with the Pope. I sym- 
pathise sincerely with him, and I hope, before I close 
thie letter, to show that his Holiness is justly entitled to 
sympathy ; but not on amy ground which was urged at 
the Kingstown meeting, , 80 far as I am able to 
anticipate, on any ground that ia likely to be urged at 
the meeting in Cork. Of this, however, by-and-bye. 
In your article of Wednesday, you indicated clearly 
the two-fold character of priest and severeign filled by 
the Roman Pontiff, and pointed out the necessity of 
avoiding any confusion between them. The Catholic, 
as such, fortanately for him, has no connexion, and no 
concern with the ruler or the man. He is as free to 
ambition of a Julius, or to loathe the 
revolting infamy of an Alexander, as is the professor 
of any other creed. The virtues or the vices of indivi- 
dual Popes affect his faith in no way, and he does not 
ask for evidence of its truth, that enduring miracle, 
before which all icism must give way, its transmis- 
sion, through a long series of generations, by men of 
unsullied and unquestioned sanctity. 

When, as Catholics, then, we have to deal with the 
temporal conduct of the Pope, we do so in the same 

irit that will influence us in i 
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accession, seemed more 
out by the bristling bayonets of Aust 
been forty years before. 

I do not question that the desire was once entertained 
hy the present Pepe to render more endurable the tem- 
poral rule in his dominions. I do not doubt that Pius 
VII., when the Legations were restored to him, meant 
honestly to grant the reforms indicated in his motu proprio. 
But good intentions are not énough. We have the fact 
that, during the reigns of five successive Severeigns of 
the Roman States, changes, by theirown admission ne- 
cesaary, and earnestly sought by the rest of Europe, 
have not been carried into effeet ; while in the interim, 
languor and and bloodshed and misery, have 
heen, to @ great extent, the destiny of a people who, 
with a good government, must have enjoyed prosperity 
and peace. The Government they have had has been 
afflicted by the worst of Governmental vices, weakness. 
It has been powerless to retorm, powerless to protect, 
powerless to rule. In 1848 Marshal Welden marched 
into the Legations, and, after intimating that Austria 
had conquered them thirty yeara before, and might have 
held them with perfect justice since, he closes his procla- 
mation thus :— Woe to these who remain deaf to my 
voice, and who dare to resist me! Cast your eyes on the 
smoking ruins of Sermida. That place was destroyed 
because its inhabitants fired on my soldiers!” The 
F indignantly remonstrated against the outrage— 
His Holiness throws himself into the hands of 
Divine Justice and protests against the act!” On the 
15th of August Pontifical Plenipotentiaries waited on 
the Marshal for explanations. He drew up a memoran- 
dum expressing his grief at the impression that his 
words had created on his Holiness, and proceeding :'— 
“ The remarkable fact of the undersigned having found 
among the numbers of the enemies of his Sovereign, not 
isolated in lividuals, but whole repiments and battalions 
in the service and pay of the Holy See, made him con- 
sider it impossible to ‘allow the Holy Father to be in a 
state of hostility against the august Imperial House; that 
an overbearing force of internal faction had diminished 
in him (the Pope) that authority which is a guarantee 
of reciprocal trust and security to the neighbouring 
Princes, and had deprived the Pontifical Government of 
the means of making its own subjects respect the rigifs 
which the Law of Nations had sanctioned between ci- 
vilised States.” The Pepe had been unable to prevent 
his subjects from joining in the war against Austria, 
then. Very little after, he had to call on Austria for 
protection st those subjects himself. 

Such a state of things as has here been hastily 
sketched cannot go on for ever. Civilisation and buma- 
nity. demand that it be brought to an end in some way. If 
a Government has lost the power to govern, it has abdi- 
cated de facto. It has no other duties, and it is simply 
in the way—an obstacle or an incubus. Such, unques- 
tionably, seems to me the position of the Papal Govern- 
ment, so far as the tions are concerned. It may 
be adapted, with some judicicus changes, to other por- 
tions of the Roman States, but there seems neither hope 
nor chance of reconciling the now revolted provinces 
to it. 

Those who view these events as I do can have no sym- 
pathy with the Pope as a Sovereign, but will sympathise 
deeply with a long-suffering people, who are now freed 
from his dominion. Aud, if there be others who raise 
their voices on behalf of subjection, we may lift ours in 
behalf of liberty. We may, also, ask that those who 
take the other side will speak for themselves as indivi- 
duals, and not claim the right to express Catholic opi- 
nion on a topic on which every Catholic is free to speak, 
and think, and act, according to his own conscience. 
It, as I said before, Catholicity, as a religion, could suffer 
a stain from events merely human, the events connected 
with the P Government for halfa century would 
have inflicted a deep andindelible blot on it. Fortunately 
religion has no connexion with them, and they 
simply indicatethe folly, the weakness, and 
obstinacy of man. 

I said that I sympathise sincerely with the Pope, though 
Ihave no sympathies with him as a Sovereign. In this 
1 only speak the truth. I believe his Holiness to bea 
virtuous, pious, well-meaning man. It is the misfortune 
of a weak prince to have his reputation sullied by the 
crimes of desperate agents, and the infamy of a 
Kalbermaten is, unhappily, reflected on a Pius. Hag the 
Supreme Pontiff been the uncrowned head of the 
Christian Church, his mild virtues would have shed lustre 
ou the mitre that bound his unambitious brow. Had he 
ruled over a people reconciled to his temporal as well as 
his spiritual sway, be would probably have filled 
with honour and res the two-fold character of prince 
and priest. But it has been his lot to succeed to an in- 
heritance between which and the genius of his rule 
there is no compatibility; yet to cling to which he seems 
to think a sacredduty, and he hes thus become involved 
in difficulties, in his struggle with which it is impossible 
not to accord to him a considerate compassion. But 
that compassion is not to blind-us to a sense of duty, or 
to make us etful of the fact, that there are higher ob- 
jects to be attained in Italy than that of securing, if they 
could be secured, the peate of mind and dignity of an 
oldand venerable man. 

Much has been said--and I know enough of them from 
personal observation, to know that too much cannot well 
be said in praise of the religious, the charitable, and the 
educational institutions of the city of Rome. But these 
form no setoff to iti misrule. If Liverpool 
were for ten years stagnating under martial law, if the 
grass were growing in the streets of Bristol, if a French 
army were quartered in London, it would hardly reconcile 
Englishmen to such a state of things that Westminster 
Hospital was munificently endowed, that the halls of 
Lon University were full of attentive students, that 
the galleries of the British Museum were rich in works of 
art and literature, and that the services of St. Paul's were 
thronged by exemplary ecclesiastics.

They had adopted, 
as far as possible, the superheating principle, which had 
already been applied to six of their vessels, and they 
were now ready to supply eight more. This, however, 
was a work of time, as it could only be applied seriatim 
as the ships arrived, and as they could be spared for 
three weeks at a time. 

A Proprietor alluded to various items of account, 
considered the accounts meagre, and recommended strict 
economy. He doubted the policy of paying the pro- 
posed dividend te such an extent, looking to the loss of 
the Alma, and the other losses to which the company 
were liable. 

The Chairman observed the losses of the company 
averaged for ten years £1 3s. 4d. per cent., whereas they 
charged the fund 5 per cent. annually, dividing the 
differences amongst the proprietors. The Guaranteed 
Fund was established as a matter of extra caution; it 
was, in fact, the capital of the underwriters. The De- 
preciation Fund was kept up by setting apart 5 per 
cent. annually to keep up their property about proper 
valne. When hon. gentlemen complained of expenditure 
they ought to recollect that 2 per cent. of the dividends 
arose out of a fund to which the directors were entitled. 
As to the Australian contract, it wasasked why it was 
given up; and his (the chairman’s) answer was, that it 
did not pay, because of the excessive competition with 
clipper ships, and auxiliary screw ships. 

After some conversation the report was unanimously 
adopted. The dividend was declared in conformity with 
the recommendation in thé report, and the retiring direc- 
tors, &c., were unanimously re-elected.

Doyle, 158 B., deposed that on Sunday morning, 
between seven and eight o'clock he was on his beat 
along the Canal, and there saw deceased floating down 
near Leeson-street Bridge; he took out the body and 
brought it to Smith’s livery stables to await an inquest. 
He found on deceased a few latchkeys, small tumbler, 
a duplicate, and is. 54d. in money, some papers. 

Surgeon Porter deposed that there were no marks of 
violence on deceased, and that her death was caused by 
drowning. The jury retarned a verdict of “Found 
Drowned,” but as to how deceased gotinto the water, 
there was no evidenee to show them. 

Dr. Kirwan held another inquest upon the body of 
Wm. M‘Dermott, at the Richmond Hospital, who met 
his death by a fall from a scaffolding in Aughrim-street 
on the 28th ult. 

Mr. Tuomas Arkins, P.L.I., for whom deceased had 
been working, having made a preliminary statement ex- 
— the matter, the following witnesses were exa- 
mined : 

Laurence Connor, of 113, Upper Church-strreet, 
stated that he knew deceased well. He was attending 
him as 8 workman at some buildings of Mr. Atkins, at 
Aughrim-street. The deceased fell from the eve of a 
shed where he had been tending witness. ‘The fall was 
about twelve or twelve feet. It was purely accidental. 
This witness and Mr. Arkins, however, stated that the 
death of the man was to be ascribed to the fact that a 
ladder which was used in constructing the scaffold had 
been removed by a Mr. Freeman's directions, and which 
ladder Mr. Arkin had agreed to retain while required. 

Mr. Wm. Stokes, resident pupil of Richmond Hos- 
pit4l, deposed that deceased was bronght in about Mon- 
day week, and was then y paralysed, but still abie 
to explain the nature of the accident. Everything was 
done to save his life, but without avail. On making a 
post mortem examination, he found that death had been 
caused by fracture of two of the cerneil vertebre, in 
connection with the spinal marrow, which he explained 
in detail.—Verdict in eccordance with the above tes- 
timony.

Will the minor questions arising out of the 
treaty of Villafranca, such as the Italian Confederacy, 
the honorary presidentship of the Pope, and other 
cognate subjects, England has nearly nothing to do, and 
the strength of her diplomatists at the Congress should, 
therefore, be reserved for the main point at issue—the 
freedom of the revolted Italian Principalities from all 
hostile influences in coanection with their selection of a 
form of government. 

Mixed up with this point, however, is a“ collateral 
sene, as lawyers phrase it, which must be preliminarily 
éecided, or there will be no settlement of the question 
possible—namely, the freedom of Italy from foreign 
armies. At thts moment a French army occupies 
Kome, and commands Central Italy, rendering Italian 
independence an empty name. To this proposal it can 

arcely be doubted the French Government will demur; 
but tn the present temper of Europe it seems possible 
enough that they will ultimately yield. With all her ma- 
terial power, which is undoubtedly very great, there has 
cen, perhaps, no period of her modern history in which 
¥ rance has stood ao near the condition of European isola- 
tion as she does at this moment. With Englaud 
alarmed and aroused in her front, with Germany equally 
alarmed and equally aroused in her rear, and with Russia 
cither inimical or indifferent, she is in no position to press 
the point of the occupation of Rome any longer. This, 
then, is the time to Imsist on that occupation being 
brought definitively to a close. 

‘Lhe abolition of the dictatorships of Parma, of Modena, 
and of Tuscany, by Signor Buoncom i, the deputy 
Kegent appointed at the instance of the King of Sardinia 
on the refusal of the Prince of Carignan to hold the

“<yvereign is not to be expected. Constitutional Govern- 
ment inthe Sardinian kingdom is still in its infancy ; 
and even now itis in abeyance, the Legislature as such 
being suspended, though peace exists, and order reigns 

rom the Alps to the Adriatic—from the mountains to 
wie sea. Inthe meanwhile the sacrifice of Garibaldi to 
the political exigencies of the situation has checked the 
patriotic spirit in Italy, andwell nigh paralysed its action; 
indeed to such a point has stagnation in that respect 
supervened upon this serious event, that Garibaldi has 
been compelled, by his love of country, to come forward 
and renew his appeals te the patriotism of his fellow- 
-ountrymen, though in so doing he probably overpasses 
the limits of the law. 

The Spanish crusade has been greatly aided by the 
bombardment of Ceuta bya French fleet, and by the 
leetruction of the river forts through that bombard- 
ment. The Moors either fired upon a French corvette, 
or are stated to have fired upon her—for when a desire 
exists, it is not difficult to find an excuse; and the 
French fleet then dismantled the fortresses which de- 
fended the mouth of that harbour. ‘This friendly act 
creatly facilitates the operations of the Spanish army; 
and in all human probability was performed for that 
menediate purpose. Its remote object may happen to 
have something to do with that which has heen formally 
conéemned, in anticipation, by the English Government, 
namely, the Spanish conquest of territory on the African 
coast of the Straits of Gibraltar, opposite that fortress. 
A. cording to the Spanish accounts, which, however, are 
“tew and far between,” the Moors have been repelled 

pon every point of attack; but enough is admitted to 

ndicate to the reflective mind that the latter are per- 
fectly capable of defending their own country. One of 
the principal Spanish generals, Echangne has been 
wounded in the last conflict with the Moorish forces, 
and the movement had to be conducted by O’ Donnell, 
the Spanish Commander-in-Chief. This looks like 
schief.

‘most ordinary rules of common sense, to say nothing of 
the rules and observances of diplomacy. The answer of 
Louis Napoleon was what might be expected; he 
declared himself for peace, if he was permitted to enjoy 
and stated that it had been the policy of his reign, 
anc ne never desired te depart from it. The same state- 
went was made by him, in substance, at Bordeaux some 
lew -years since; and, nevertheless, France was soon 
alter involved in two sanguinary wars, one of which— 
the Italian invasion—was at least of the French Em- 
peror’s own seeking. This letter, assuming it to exist, 
tuuet, therefore, be regarded as merely a civil answer to 
. silly question, and as possessing no political signfi- 
cance whatever in the presence of impending eventuali- 
Lies. 

The latest news from Denmark mentions a complete 
change of Ministry in that kingdom—the new Ministers 
being of what is known as the democratic or “ peasant” 
party. The term democratic, however, has a meaning 
as opposite to liberty in Denmark as it has in America. 
I» Amcrica it means the advocacy of slavery: in Den- 
acht it means, among other things, the oppression of 
the German population of the Duchy of Sleswig by the 
“pure” Danes. At the worst, the dissidences of the two 
races would be but “a storm in a puddle,” were they 
not occasionally availed of by despots, as they were by 
the Prussian, Hanoverian, Saxon, and Austrian Go- 
vernments of 1848, to divert the current of revolution 
from the Courts and aristocracy of Prussia, Hanover, 
Saxony, and Austria, and to flesh the swords of their 
respective armies, preparatory to turning them against 
their own subjects.

Barry v. De Morin. 

This was an issue directed by Master Murphy, to ascer- 
tain whether a certain contract had been entered into between 
the Central Society of Vimeyard Proprietors of Saintes, in 
France, and the late Amedee De Morin, of this city, wine 
and brandy merchant, in respect of a cargo of brandy ship- 
ped at Charente, in the vessel Louise, in December, 1857 ; and 
also to ascertain the value of that cargo. The plaiatiff in the 
issue, was Mr. Charles Barry, the syndic, or assignee of the 
society, which had become lately bankrupt, and the defen- 
dant was Madame De Morin, as administratrix of her late 
husband. The amount in dispute was £1,900. Several 
witnesses were examined as to the quality of the brandy, and 
to its not being equal to sample, which was the real point at 
issue. The jury found that the cargo was worth ós. per gal- 
lon, free on d, the invoice price being §8s., and 
the damages at £320.

IMPORTANT CASE—THE NEWRY ELECTION. 
Cory v. Wright. 

Mr. D. C. Heron opened the pleadings. The case arose 
out of the recent Newry election, and the action was brought, 
under the Corrupt Practices Act of 54, for penalties on the 
alleged ground of bribery. ‘The first count averred that Newry, 
being an ancieat borough was accustomed to return a member 
to Parliament, and that in the month of May, 1859, Mr. 
Williaa Kirk and Mr, Peter Quin were candidates, and that 
the defendant, before the day of election, agreed to give 
money to the plaintiff, in order to induce him to vote at said 
election, contrary to the statute, whereby a penalty of £100 
was incurred. The defence was a traverse of the allegation, 
and a demurrer was put in tosome of the counts. The issue 
for the jury was, whether the defendant agreed to give money 
to the plaintiff, in order to induce him to vote at the said 
election for Mr. Quin. Damages were laid at £200. 

Mr. Serjeant O'Hagan, Q.C., stated the plaintiff's case. 
He said the ation was brought by his client, Mr. M‘Clory, 
under the Corrupt Practices Act, the 17th and 18th Vic., 
chap. 102, which was a sound and salutary act, if it could 
only be brought into execution, for the purpose of putting 
au end to bribery and corruption at coutested elections. 
Nothing could be more legitimate than the object aimed at 
by the act, whethet it was regarded in a political or a social 
piat of view. In the present instatice it was ht to 
a ply the law im reference to a case of alleged bribery, in the 
Lorough of Newry, where, since the period that John Philpot 
Curran was a candidate, there never was an election which 
was not contested. The period at which the present trans- 
action arose was at the recent general election, when very 
important interests came to clash with each other, and the 
result of the elections was to be the establishment ef one 
party or the downfall off the other, in the main- 
tenance of the existing Ministry the substi- 
tution of a new Ministry. Accordingly, it was 
not to be wondefed at that political partisans upon both 
sides were r and zealous to procure the fetufn of thelr 
favourite candidates, and he (counsel) feared the jury would 
come to the conclusion that the town of Newry was not ab- 
solutely immaculate in that election. His client, M‘Clory, 
happened to be a voter, and in embarrassed circumstances, 
and was a fit subject for the administration of a gentle bribe. 
Parties anxious in the interest of Mr. oe desired to obtain 
M'Clory 's vote, and the defendant, Mr; right, as he (counsel) 
had been instructed was a party to that desire to obtain a vote 
for one party which might have been given to another. The 
property, in a great portion of Newry was vested in trustees;
